He would be unwise to retire, unless his con-

the community would suffer from the loss of his 
business judgment and experience.

The business which he built up would lose 


the value of his counsel and those whom he had 
given employment might be unwitting sufferers 
through a complete failure -of the enterprise in 
which he was interested. 


When such a man.reaches a place where he 


is financially independent, he can do untold 
good by continuing to make money and spending 
it for the betterment of others less fortunate 
and with less ability than he. 


Such men discharge their full duty when 


they become public benefactors and use their 
wealth to good ends. 


TAXING THE CNMABRIED. 


A woebegone bachelor in London, England, 


has raised a point hi connection with a proposed 
tax on unmarried men which deserves consider- 
ation. In a letter to a newspaper -he contended 
that if any taxing is to be done spinsters should 
be forced to share the burden. 


He h.is asked ten women to marry him, he 


wrote, and was cold-shouldered by each. "There 
never before have been so many women who re- 
fuse the. responsibilities of marriage." he con- 
cluded. "At all other periods of history, spinster- 
hood was a disgrace. Today women boast about 
it." 


An element of comedy may be found in the 


London bachelor's letter, but it contains at the 
same time some important truths. Some mar- 
ried men and many unmarried women take the 
view that every bachelor is a slicker avoiding 
marital responsibility.

scheme to penalize unmarried men while ex- 
empting unmarried women. As the London pro- 


'testant points out we now have -spinsters who 
feel that husbands would interfere with their 
their careers. 


In this age when the business woman is in 


the ascendancy the term "old maid" has become 
almost obsolete. At one time, not so long ago, 
the woman who purposely side-stepped'marriage 
was considered somewhat abnormal. 
Today, 


however, many young women are embarked on 
or preparing for careers in which marriage has 
no part. It follows naturally, that each of them 
is creating a male bachelor. 


If things go on at the present rate the un- 


married man may eventually become the theme 
of jokes similar to those woven around "old 
maids" twenty years ago. 


LOW BUILDINGS? 


Most architects seem to believe that the sky- 


scrapers will be an even .more prominent feature 
of American cities a century hence than it is to- 
day; 
but Francis Keally, who writes in the cur- 


rent issue of the American Architect, disagrees 
emphatically. 


Within a century, he says, our skyscrapers 


will largely have vanished. In their place we 
shall have low, flat-roofed buildings in our 
cities. Why? Because aviation will have de- 
veloped so much that there will be a landing field 
on top of the whole downtown district.
